HENRY GEORGE’S PARTY.

New Yo rk l*nlt(Hl Labo r M m Meet to Org an­ 
ize and N o m inale—-The Fig ht A g aliat Ho - 
elu lin n —Gro rg e to Head the T icket—K ey ­ 
sto ne Republicans Ho Up Their W o rk In 
o ne Day—The Pi at fo rm . 


S y r a c u s e , N. Y., Aug. ta -T hn city is 
alive with nr.einlx3i*s of tho United Bubw 
party and in the corridors of tho hotels 
what the new party "dll do, what its effects 
on the old parties will l>o and other similar 
questions are the topics of discussion. 
John 
McMack in says the j>arty will certainly nom­ 
inate a candidate for president, and that it 
will mak e sjwculation on tho result a very in­ 
tricate business. 
The convention was called to order at the 
Alhambra rink at 1:45 p. in. with nearly 300 
delegate present. 
Upon tho entrance to­ 
gether of Dr. McGlynn and Henry George 
they were given an ovation and the prelim­ 
inary business was rapidly transacted. Jere- 
miah K. Murphy, of New York , called tho 
convention to order and Louis F. Post was 
made 
tem|>orary 
chairman. 
Everylxxly 
with credentials was admitted to the tempo­ 
rary organization and thus the Socialists got 
seats. 
The choice of the usual committees 
on resolutions, organization and credentials 
took all tho afternoou and wtia tho occasion 
of good deal of commotion. 
Although this is tho first 
New York state 
convention of thejxirty tho delegates are well 
supplied with parliamentary quips. For tho first 
hour there was i>eace. 
About 5 o’clock sk ir­ 
mishing lx‘gnn, and turned into a freo-for-all 
fight that lasted until 5:30. 
Points of order, 
amendments and substitute? wero rapidly 
fired at the chairman. 
Ho dtoposod of them, 
however, with a great deal of sk ill, and tho 
committee construction wt/s agreed to, as 
was a resolution that .nil resolutions be re­ 
ferred to tho proper comm itteo without de­ 
bate. 
Then a recess was tak en to givo the delega­ 
tions an opportunity to name their men, and 
when the convention was called to order 
again at 4:;J0, the committees were an­ 
nounced. 
When the names lui 1 been read a motion 
was made for adjournment until 9 o’clock 
Thursday. 
A stormy debate followed, and 
at times tho confusion was simply tremen­ 
dous. 
Au amendment mak ing the adjourn­ 
ment until 0 o’clock Wednesday evening 
raised, if possible, a still greater turmoil. 
The matter was finally tabled, 
Wuk emau 
set the convention by tho ears with a mo­ 
tion directing tho committee on credentials to 
report in a lvunce of the committee on organ­ 
ization. 
John McMack in, of New 
York , 
spok e in opposition to the motion, which 
would involve a waste of time. 
William Penn Rogers, who was one of the 
e loq u e nt men of the convention, hail a word or 
two to say about harmony in a speech in ad­ 
vocacy of the motion. 
Wak eman and Field, 
of New York , and Magee and Murray, of 
Kings, s ; k>Uu in a similar strain, while Croas- 
dule, one of tho editors of The New York 
Standard, supported McMack in. 
The convention dually decided that the 
committee on credentials must rejxsrt at » 
o'clock Wednesday evening. 
Dr. McGlynn 
and Henry George did not do any talk ing. 
Hr. McGlynn seemed amazed at the uproar. 
The rejection of the eight New York Social­ 
istic delegates was a chief cause of turmoil. 
A black -haired Now York Socialist mad a 
revolutionary speech. Ho was not recogn zed 
by the chair. The motion to have the com­ 
mittee on credentials report at V o'clock in 
the evening was denounced as an attempt to 
have the committee rush through its business 
without giving sufficient time to tak ing of 
testimony. 
The motion to adjourn till 9 
o’clock in the morning was also denounced as 
an effort to unduly delay tho platform com 
mitt e and prolong tho convention. 
At V.3 *, however, the convention adjourned 
till 7 o’clock p. m., when W. T. Crossdale re­ 
ported for the committee on credentials that 
the committeo wanted more time. 
They 
were given till G o’clock in the morning, and 
the business session was adjourned for tho 
day. 
A committee from tho Union Labor con­ 
vention, headed by John J. Junio, with near­ 
ly a full membership, met Wednesday fore­ 
noon and prepared to muk o overtures to the 
United Labor convention. 
They propose, if 
recognized on terms of equality, to withdraw 
their state tick et and unite upon a combina­ 
tion tick et. 
They adhere to the terms of 
union laid down by tho Rochester conven­ 
tion. 
Hut the overtures they sent to tho 
Union Labor jxiople had received no response 
up to a late hour in tho afternoon and they 
had given up all hop© of recognition. 
John McMack in seems to have made a 
ruling that will control the United Labor 
convention, that none but members of that 
party without other affiliations 
shall be recog­ 
nized, and that tho Union Labor party bo 
not recognized or affiliated with. 
This rule 
excludes distinctive Socialist delegations, no 
well as the Union Labor party conferees. Mr 
McMack in Tuesday 
night denounced the 
Union Labor party as a body of tramps and 
pirates, and this expression created much 
feeling in Junio’s committee, which retorts 
that the New York city 
delegations 
in 
the 
convention 
ore 
nearly 
all 
mem 
bers of Tammany hall, and are tak ing 
care of the aspirations of candidates for legis 
lative offices. 
Many of the delegates are in favor of head 
ing the state tick et with the name of Henry 
George. 
McMack in is quoted as saying that 
he does not expect the party to elect its 
tick et, but -liil not think success impossible 
ami look ed for a very large vote. 
It is pretty safe to assume from present in 
dications that George will go on the tick et as 
secretary of state and that the other offices 
will be filled from the interior of the state. 
George is regarded as the trump card. There 
is no possibility of Dr. McGlynn being put on 
the tick et, and if he is nominated his friends 
say he won’t accept. 
There were about 3,(XX) people at the mass 
meeting in the evening. Rev. Hugh O. Penh 
cost was the first speak er and said tho party 
hacl a large contract—the abolition of poverty, 
Henry George said taxes should be abol 
ishod on all that is produced by labor, 
new party was needed and its triumph was 
only a question of time, and that triumph 
would le insured by bringing the land ques­ 
tion into discussion. 
Dr. McGlynn said: ‘‘The United Labor 
party is not a class party. 
It is a misappre­ 
hension to suppose that the term ‘labor’ in­ 


cludes only those who do the crudest and rough­ 
est sort of manual labor. This would exclude 
preachers, poets, 
painters, 
sculptors and 
new» f>aper men. 
This is a party for all the 
people. Ti e bounties of the Creator were in­ 
tended for the whole human family, and can 
never become the exclusive property of the 
individual.” Dr. McGlynn prophesied that 
some day people would lie building monu­ 
ments to George and the apostles of the new 
crusade. 
The committee on credentials held a meet­ 
ing with closed doors at the Empire house 
late at night. 
The majority of the commit­ 
tee are strongly opposed to admitting the So­ 
cialistic delegates, though It is possible that a 
minority report will be mode in favor of 
their admission.

just tho argument I wanted to mak e why 
these contesting Socialistic delegates should 
not l>e admitted.” The convention saw the 
point and said so. 
Before the Socialists went 
to bed they appreciated tho fact that this 
isn’t their convention, and that they won’t 
be recognized in it. 
They won't fight tho 
convention, but will hold a private confer­ 
ence of their own and lay their plans. 


KEYSTONE STATE POLITICS. 


The Republicans No m inate a State Ticket 
and Indo rse lllo lne. 
H a r r is b u r g, P a, Aug. 18. —Thomas V. 
Coojxjr called the Republican state conven­ 
tion to order Wednesday morning at 10:3(1, 
and W. K Lyons was selected as temporary 
chairman. 
He made a short speech saying 
that the fall elections were tho sk irmishes be­ 
fore the great battlo of 1888, and the I » arty 
should act wis**ly and well. 
After an adjournment to permit the regu­ 
lar committees to agree the permanent organ­ 
ization was effected, with Geu. D. H. Hastings 
as chairman. 
He predicted in his brief ad­ 
dress that tho November elections would 
show plainly that Pennsylvania was not sat­ 
isfied with the present administration. 
W. B. Hart, of Harrisburg, was nomin­ 
ated by acclaimation for state treasurer, and 
Henry W. Williams, of Tioga, for supreme 
court judge. 
The platform was then reported, read and 
adopted. 
It declares for tho submission to 
the jxx)pie of a prohibitory amendment to tho 
constitution; favors tariff for the sak e of 
furthering 
American manufactures; 
de­ 
mands the passage of more vigorous national 
laws for the scrutiny of immigration; ex­ 
presses abhorrence of anarchistic ideas, and 
demands that any violation of the law by this 
class U‘ met with severe punishment; de­ 
clares that the surplus of the treasury can 
not be belter expended than in tho enlarge­ 
ment of the general pension list so as to in­ 
clude all honorably discharged union soldiers 
and sailors; unqualifiedly indorses the Repub­ 
lican administration of the state for its eco­ 
nomical policy; arraigns the Democratic party 
and the present national administration for 
general 
imbecility 
in dealing with all 
great national questions; charges President 
Cleveland with endeavoring to further sec­ 
tionalism 1-y tho 
appointment to distin­ 
guished stations of soldiers prominent in their 
efforts to destroy the government, and refus­ 
ing to grant pensions to soldiers eminent in 
eifortsto sustain it; denounces the proposition 
to return the battle tlags; indorses James G. 
Blaine for president in 1833; expresses de­ 
testation of the discrimination still practiced 
in the southern states against colored citizens, 
and extends to Gladstone andjParnell and their 
associates the profound sympathies of the 
party in their struggle to secure free govern­ 
ment for Ireland. 
Thomas V. Cooper was re-elected to tho 
head of the state executive committee, and 
the convention adjourned sine die. 
It was 
uthusiastic and harmonious throughout.

The first witness was S. M. Mason, sta­ 
tion agent and operator at Piper City. 
He to 
a tall, sleek individual, lu rin g more the re­ 
semblance of a newly-tledged preacher than 
a railroader. 
Ho testified that on U odnesday morning, 
Aug. i0, ho received a message addressed to 
all section foremen instructing them to go 
over their entire sections and soe that all 
bridges and the track were in good condition. 
This was to 1« done the last thing at night 
before they went homo. 
Also another mes­ 
sage addressed to all switchman and rfgenti 
telling them to tak e precautions to see 
that 
their switches were in proper condition. 
At 
night he received notice that the excnrtlon 
train would stop at Piper City if flagged for 
holders of excursion tick ets or to prevent ac­ 
cident 
This order was signed by General 
Superintendent Armstrong. 
He went over 
bis yard that night pulled each switch-lock , 
set all brak es on side-track ed cars and was 
satisfied that all was in good shape. 
He 
closed tho station at fl o’clock the night of the 
accident, and returned at 9 :30. 
He then ask ed over the wire for informa­ 
tion of tho train and learned it was at Grid- 
ley, then went out and look ed west on the 
track , saw no light. 
A resident named 
W alrich called his attention to wliac ho 
(Walrich) thought was a train coming. 
He 
(the agent) could see nothing and lauarhed at 
it and thought no more about it. 
He thou 
went and laid down. 
He saw the fated train 
stop at the hill and wondered what it meant; 
mentioned tho fact to C. B. Plantz, train dis­ 
patcher at Peoria, and went out two or three 
times and still saw the light stationary. 
A 
few minutes later the engine camo up from 
the wreck and tho engineer shouted: “My 
God! Gather tho people; there has been a 
terrible wreck . ” He saw no burning or flro 
dowm the track on Wednesday evening. 
Witness was carefully cross-examined by 
the jury. He said that he was at prayer-meet­ 
ing until 9 :30. 
lie denied point-blank sworn 
statements of Messrs. Madden, Jones, and 
Clark , that they called his attention to a light 
in the west. The jury framed questions in 
every conceivable shape, but the witness in­ 
sisted that he observed no light on the track 
until he saw tho headlight of the relief engine, 
thus giving fiat contradiction to the previous 
testimony of a half-dozen witnesses. 
He 
stated that he had received numerous orders 
from the general offices to k eep the track 
clear of rubbish and to be careful of the fires 
during the dry season. 
There had been a fire 
some time previously down toward tho cul­ 
vert anil fifty tons of lmy was destroyed. Tho 
witness was shown and identified a copy of 
the telegram ho received from Peoria 7:15 a 
in., addressed; “All Foremen.” It read: “Go 
over your section this evening the last thing 
you do and see that bridges, track , and every­ 
thing else is all O. K .” 
Mason was dismissed and II. Reed, section 
foreman, took 'the stand. 
He had been in the 
service of the company seventeen years. 
Ac­ 
k nowledged receipt of tho above dispatch. 
Said he had made complete inspection of the 
track and found everything in good condi­ 
tion. 
His section adjoins that one on which 
the accident occurred. 
Answering hypothet­ 
ical! question said he would not think of go­ 
ing home and leaving fires burning alongside 
of his track , nor would he call an inspection 
complete unless he went over every foot from 
one end to the other. 
Tho last witness examined was Christopher 
Ennis, general roadmaster between Gilman 
and Peoria. 
He produced a dispatch which 
he received from Superintendent Armstrong 
at 0:30 o’clock Tue-day evening, 
if f e a d as 
follows: “Have your men run over the entire 
sections to-morrow afternoon the last thing 
before quitting time, and see that the bridges 
are in no danger of fire.” 
Tho witness said he sent instructions to this 
effect to all the section foremen. 
Even in the 
absence of special instructions, ho said, it was 
their duty to go over the entire length of tho 
section once or twice a day. The witness said 
he had walk ed the entire distance between 
Forrest and Piper City (twelve miles) every 
day this summer, and sometimes twice a day, 
inspecting the bridges each trip. 
He was 
sure there were no weeds or grass under or 
near the bridge which eould have set it on 
fire. The witness was sharply cross-examined 
as to whether he considered it safe to leave 
grass fires along the track on such a hot, dry 
anti windy afternoon as that preceding the 
night of the wreck . 
He replied that it all de- 
pouded on the character of the spot and the 
k ind of fire. 
If he did not think it a danger­ 
ous fire he would consider it no harm in leav­ 
ing it burning. 
T h e witness gave his answers in a bluff, 
sarcastic manner, and received a sharp repri­ 
mand from the coroner, who told him his 
answers were far from satisfactory. 
In re- 
si >onse to the final question he said that Fore­ 
man Coughlin should have gone over the en­ 
tire section after all tho men had quit work . 
He had os yet made no investigation touch­ 
ing upon the responsibility of his subordi­ 
nates in this section for the disaster, and did 
aot k now when he would get around to it. 
This concluded the testimony and at 4 o’clock 
the jury retired. 
The jury had several conferences about a 
verdict, but finally concluded to put their 
decision off for another day. They are said 
to be very much divided in opinion as to 
whom to put the blame upon, but most of 
them are certain that the company is blama- 
ble.

mission and hav e g iv en it the benefit of their 
knowledg e: th at the inv estig ition is tak ing s 
rang e wider than the orig inal puri>ose of the 
inv estig ation w arrants, and its aim is more 
the pursuit of personal enm ity of priv ate 
character than the interests of the public. 
Reg arding th 3 particular q uestions which 
he refused to answer relating to the alleg ed

Wi- do not. in this country, hear men 
crying “ cats1 meat’’ in tin* streets, al­ 
though that is one of the most fam iliar of 
London cries. 
Hut tin* manufacture of 
dogs’ biscuit is carried on, and is q u ite an 
imjNTtant industry, on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 
W e condense from an authen­ 
tic so u rce the following interesting facts 
regarding it : 
“ Twenty years ago the business of 
making Jogs’ bisc uit was represented by 
a small shop in Hoi bom. nearly opposite 
Chancery lane, in Dindon, and 
there 
was a weekly sale « l only one or two 
tons. 
Now there is a vast factory near 
London bridge and anotht rin NVw \ o rk ; 
and the two factories have a daily output 
and sale of from thirty to forty tons. 
“ This dog food is made of wheaten 
llour—chielly that known as middlings— 
oatmeal, dates. 
U*et 
r* ot, and prairie 
meat. 
Dates were tiie first article' of a 
vegetable or 
fruity nature introduced, 
and hn\e had the anti-scorbutic effect so 
desirable in the feeding of dogs. 
“ For many years dates were the only 
addition to the food employed, and at 
that time it was advised that fresh vege­ 
tables should he given twice a week addi­ 
tional to the biscuits.
